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Th© Trustees and Director of The Cleveland Museum of Art announced today 
that the institution plans to construct an educational wing housing a new auditorium^ 
classrooms^ a visual aid center and new special exhibition space. No dates for any 
phase of the planning or construction have been set at this time. 

The new addition is needed in order to provide appropriate educational space 
and equipment, additional exhibition facilities, and will moreover permit the renovation 
and reinstallation of existing galleries, as well as the creation of new permanent 
collection space in the buildings completed in 1916 and 1958. 

The firm of Marcel Breuer and Associates has been retained to provide 
feasibility studies and preliminary drawings for the new educational wing. A recent 
and widely known accomplishment of Mr, Breuer and his associates is the new building 
for the Whitney Museum of American Art at 75th Street and Madison Avenue in New York, 

which opened last September. The Whitney was -designed by Mr. Breuer in association with 
Hamilton Smith. 

Mr. Paul Ruth of Cleveland is the Museum's consulting architect. When final 
plans are completed and work begins he will be in charge of renovations and modifica- 
tions in the existing buildings, and will consult with Mr. Breuer.
